Q. S. R. 243(,Ej.—I n axeicise of the potters conleried by i'ub-sectiou (,3; of section 9 of tlie 
Salaries and Allowances of Members of I'arhament Act, 1954 (30 of 1954), die Joint Committee 
constituted under sub-section (l) of tliat section, after consultation with the Central Got eminent, 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Members of Parliament (Travelling and Daily 
Allowances) Rules, 1957, the same having been approved and confirmed by the Chaiiman of 
the Council of States, and the Speaker of the Home of the People, as reqmrcd by sub,-section (4) 
of the said section, namclj 

1. (i) These rules may be called rhe Members nf Parliament (^Travelling and Daily Allow¬ 
ances) Amendment Rules, 1973. 

(2) Rules 3 to 7 shall be deemed to have come >nUi force on the 9th day of June, 1972 and 
the remaining provisions of these rules shall come inio force at once, 

2. In the Members ot Parliament ( Travelling and Daily Allowances), Rules, 1957, fhereafter 
referred to as the said rules 1, after rule i6, i he following rule shall be inscrtcti, numcljf 

‘T6-A (tj Where a Member loses Ins Steamer Pass or tlie Spouse’s Steamer Pass and a 
duplicate thcreot is required to be is ,ued to him, he shall make an application to the 
Speaker of the House of the People or the Chairman ot the Council of States, as 
the case may be, explaining the circumstances under which the loss occurred and if tJic 
Speaker or the Chairman, as the case may be, is satisfied, a duplicate Steamer Pass or 
ihe Spouse’s Stcorncr Pass shall be issued to the Alcrpbcr, 

(2) Where a Member or his Spouse travels by steamer without the Steamer Pass, he 
shall be governed by the ordinary rules in regard to such travel” 

3. In rule 17-A of the said rules, for the word, iigure and Icner ‘Section 6A’, the word, 
figure and letter ‘Section 6B', shall be substituted. 
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4. In rule 17-B L/f the said rules, for the word, figure and letter ‘Section 6A’ the word, figur 
and letter ‘Section 6B’ shall be substituted. 


5. After rule 17-B of the said rules, the following rules shall be inserted, namely :— 

"i 7 -C- Whenever a Member undertakes a journey by using the Steamer Pass provided 
under section 6A, he shall fill in a Membet’s Stetmer Journey Form as set ^it in 
Form B-III before the commencement of the journey end hand over the foB||u 
the Master of the Vessel on the complctiori of the voyage. For this PUipolB^ 
booklet containing twentyfivc machine-numbered copies of Foim B-IlI sbaiB 
supplied to the Member concerned. 1 

17-D. Whenever the Spouse of a Member undertakes a journey by using the Steamer’' 
Pass provided under section 6A, a Steamer Journey Form as set out in Form B-IV 
shall be filled in by the Member before the commencement of the journey. The 
form so filled shall be handed over to the Master of the Vessel on the completion of the 
voyage. For this purpose, a booklet containing machine-numbered copies of 
Form E-IV to be used by the Spouse of tlie Member, shall be supplied to the Member, 
on request. 

17E. Whenever a person accompanies a Member, when he travels by steamer by using 
the Steamer Pass provided under section 6-A, a Steamer journey Form as set out in 
Form B-V shall be filled in by the Member before the commencement of the Journey. 
The Form so filled shall be handed over to the Master of the Vessel on the completion 
of the voyMc. For this purpose, a booklet contaim'ng twentyfivc machine-numbered 
copies 01 Form B-V shall be supph'ed to the Member. ” 


6. In rule i8*A of the said rales, for the letters and figures “Rs. 0-50 P. per mile ”, th(‘ 
figures and words ‘'o- 32 paisc per kilometer ” shall be substituted.
